Eighteen questionnaires were returned out of Z5 sent

out. One questionnaire was not used in the tabulation of the data since tho

school system stated it does not operate a summer school due to severe

budget limitations. The analysis of the data is lased on the responses

frem 17 school systems.

Conclusions that can be drawn from the questiOnnaire data are as

follows: /

There is no consistent pattern of financing summer school. Fully
as many schools appear to char r Some part of summer school

, as do not.

- More than fifty percent of the schools provide free summer school
education. .

In all except one instance wt-rere tuition or an activity fee is required,
charges are less than what,is needed to fully support the program.

Policies regarding summer school specify who pays and how much is
charged.

Poor or low in onie students are alr-rioS't always provided summer
school free of charge.

Special education is continued in the surniner for almost all of the
school systems. Work study is continued in the majority of instancA:s.

- `'Summer school purposes and practices vary greatly. Most polici s
are appr.oved by the Board of Education after reviewing a study
describing local needs and conditions.

A'pproximatly 10-2,0 percent of all students attend summer school in
school systems with enrollments of 100, 000 or more. These numbers
would indicate that summer school is a significant part of the program
and not just a minor component.
